al Co llege metho d. 


Specualtio n abo ut what co uld 
hav e happened had neither Ri­ 
chard Nix o n no r Hubert Hum­ 
phrey attained the magic num­ 
ber o f 27 0 electo ral v o tes re­ 
mains, happily , speculatio n. 


The natio n has been spared, 
by a squeak o f go o d luck, the 
o rdeal o f waiting mo nths to 
learn who wo uld be the nex t 
president. It will no t hav e to 
witness any spectacle o f parti­ 
san wheeling and dealing, eith­ 
er in the Electo ral Co llege o r 
the Ho use o f Representativ es. It 
will no t undergo the crisis o f 
co nfidence that co uld v ery well 
hav e been bro ught abo ut by 
such an ev entuality . 


But o ne thing is no t a mat- 
hr o f speculatio n but o f cer 
tainty . Had the electio n been 
thro wn into the Ho use o f Rep 
v esentativ es, 
and 
ev en 
had 
there been a pro mpt, o rderly 
v o te, the tens o f millio ns o f 
American v o ters who cast their 
ballo ts fo r a president o n No v . 
5 wo uld hav e had no say at all 
in his final cho ice o n J an. 6. 
Co nsider o nly o ne ridiculo us 
ramificatio n: 


The fiv e smallest states hav e 
but o ne representativ e each— 
Alaska, Delaware, Nev ada, Ver 
mo nt and Wy o ming. Yet the 
fiv e 
men 
representing 
these 
states, who se co mbined po pula­ 
tio n is less than o ne o ne-hun­ 
dredth o f the to tal U.S. po pula­ 
tio n, wo uld hav e cast o ne-tenth 
o f the ballo ts fo r president. 


Co nv ersely , so me o f the larg­ 
est states—IUino is, fo r instance 
—who se 
delegatio ns 
will be 
ev enly div ided between Republi­ 
cans and Demo crats in the new 
Co ngress, 
co uld 
co nceiv ably 
hav e been deadlo cked and hav e 
cast no v o te at all. 


It will no t do to blame it all 
o n Geo rge Wallace, who may o r 
may no t be aro und to thro w the 
same scare into the po pulace 
fo ur y ears hence. As lo ng as the 
Electo ral Co llege 
sy stem 
re­ 
mains, a deadlo ck can o ccur in 
any future presidential electio n, 
ev en when there are o nly two 
majo r candidates. 


The best argument fo r the sy s­ 
tem has been that the lo psided 
electo ral v o te that usually ac­ 
crues to the winner so meho w 
legitimatizes 
a clo se po pular 
v o te. It reco nciles the natio n to 
a president who may hav e been 
elected by a bare majo rity , o r 
by an actual mino rity . 


This argument is no t co nv inc­ 
ing in 1968. The American peo ­ 
ple are surely mature eno ugh to 
abide by a po pular v o te deci­ 
sio n, no matter ho w narro w. 
The po ssibility that they are no t 
is a far mo re remo te danger 
than the po ssibility that the na­ 
tio n will so me y ear wake up to 
find itself in an electo ral limbo 
the day after a presidential 
electio n. 


A co nstitutio nal amendment, 
either abo lishing the Electo ral 
Co llege o utright o r rev ising it 
so that it accurately reflects the 
will o f the peo ple, miist be o ne 
o f the first o rders o f business 
fo r the 91st Co ngress.

But Nix o n did make the trip 
to greet Vice President Hum­ 
phrey in what, to many o f tho se 
present, represented an emo ­ 
tio nal reunio n between two cam­ 
paign fo es no w determined to 
hide their respectiv e hurts and 
jo y s in the interests o f pro ­ 
claiming natio nal unity . 


Humphrey repo rted that dur­ 
ing his 20-minute airpo rt sessio n 
with Nix o n he had pro mised 
that where natio nal security and 
fo reign po licy are co ncerned, “ I 
will be as helpful as I can be 
within the limits o f my ex peri­ 
ence and kno wledge and, then, 
when and if times require that I 
can be o f any help alo ng the 
way — he can call o n me.” 


Smiling rav ely but lo o king 
tired, Humphrey also o ffered 
the ultimate co ncessio n to the 
man who bested him so narro w­ 
ly in Tuesday ’s electio n. 


Referring to Nix o n, he said: 
“ He’s go ing to be o ur president, 
and I’m go ing to be o ne o f his 
fello w citizens. And I’m go ing to 
want his presidency to be an ef­ 
fectiv e presidency because as 
he succeeds, we all succeed.” 
Nix o n spo ke o n much the 
same theme. 
“ We will still hav e o ur parti­ 
san differences. But the place to 
start uniting this co untry is fo r 
the two men who led their par­ 
ties in a v ery , v ery hard fight 
fo r the presidency and a v ery , 
v ery clo se result, the two men 
hav e met here and are still 
speaking to each o ther. We’re 
still 
go o d perso nal 
friends,” 
Nix o n said. 
The scene o f their meeting 
was the Co ast Guard air statio n 
at Opa-Lo cka, no rth o f Miami. 
They go t to gether in a simply 
furnished seco nd-flo o r o ffice aft­ 
er Humphrey and his running 
mate, Sen. Edmund S. Muskie

Information 


Detailed procedures for regis 
tering machine gun, sawed-off 
shotgun, sawed-off rifle, silenc­ 
er, deactiv ated war trophy and 
other destructiv e dev ices were 
announced today by E. C. Coy le 
J r., Chicago’s district director 
of Internal Rev enue Serv ice. 
The Gun Control Act of 1968 re­ 
quires that weapons and dev ices 
of this ty pe must be registered 
with the Internal Rev enue Serv ­ 
ice by Dec. 1. 
Coy le said that copies of Reg 
istration Form 4467 are av ail­ 
able at the Alcohol and Tobac­ 
co Tax office, 35 East Wacker 
Driv e, Room 1012, Chicago, or 
at other IRS offices. 
The forms are prepared in 
three 
copies, two of 
which 
should be mailed to the Direc­ 
tor, Alcohol and Tobacco Tax 
Div ision, Internal Rev enue Serv 
ice, Washington, D.C. 20024. The 
third copy may be kept by the 
owner of the firearm or destruc 
tiv e dev ice. 
Firearms or destructiv e de 
v ices should not be brought to 
an IRS office to be registered, 
Coy le said. 
Under the new law all fire­ 
arms and destructiv e dev ices re­ 
quiring registration 
must be 
identified by a serial number. 
If a firearm or dev ice does not 
hav e a serial number, the own­ 
er should phone, v isit, or write 
the nearest IRS Alcohol and To­ 
bacco Tax office and a number 
will be assigned. 
After obtaining the number, 
the owner is responsbile for 
affix ing it to the firearm or de­ 
v ice before completing the reg­ 
istration form. Additional infor­ 
mation may be obtained by con­ 
tacting the nearest Alcohol and 
Tobacco Tax office or any other 
IRS office.

Points 


Farmers should follow safety 
precautions when mov ing their 
harv esting equipment just as 
electric utility employ es prac 
tice safety in their work when 
operating 
equipment 
around 
ov erhead power lines, according 
to R. H. Harridge, Common­ 
wealth Edison Company district 
superintendent, who said equip­ 
ment contacting a liv e line will 
be charged with the same v olt­ 
age as the line it touches. 
A person standing on the 
ground who touches the equip­ 
ment making contact with an 
ov erhead wire would prov ide a 
current path that could result 
in a serious injury , Harridge 
noted. 
To av oid contacting ov erhead 
wires, lower all equipment to a 
safe lev el before mov ing it; aft­ 
er it is mov ed into position, im­ 
mediately 
check for proper 
clearance. Then, and only then, 
should the equipment be raised 
to its desired height, the utility 
ex ecutiv e said 
The Edison Company , Har­ 
ridge points out, urges ev ery one 
to practice safety when mov iftg 
equipment around and under 
electric wires. To assist farm­ 
ers the company is distributing 
a safety pamphlet calling atten­ 
tion to two clues for a safe fall 
harv est, “ Look” and “ Act” be­

Carried 
East Crisis 
by Red Cloud

The renewed Middle East crisis, affecting the 
United States, contains an undisclosed, menacing 
cloud that creates a crescent-like situation behind 
the scenes. The cloud is now drifting toward Red 
Yugoslav ia. The wind machine behind it is the 
Kremlin, specifically Communist party chief Leonid 
Brezhnev . Tito. Sov iet Premier Aleksei Kosy gin 
and America alike, in turn, are 
the potential patsies. 
A two-headed leadership — 
Brezhnev -Kosy gin — is all but 
impossible in the Kremlin sy s­ 
tem. Moreov er, the power of the 
hardly known Deputy Premer, 
Alex ander Shelepin, threatened 
both men. 
Shelepin threatened uniquely 
from fiv e sources of internal 
strength. These hav e been (1) as a 
gov ernment it self, (2) a senior member of the 
party , (3) a member of both the Secretariat and 
the Presidium of the Central Committee, and also 
as (4) chief of the secret police. Moreov er, Shelepin 
serv ed as (5) president of the Communist Youth, 
in control of ail y outh and student organizations. 
In Russian the word “ durak’’ means imbecile. 
Durak is a fav orite word with Shelepin and he was 
frequently bold enough to apply it to Brezhnev 
while forming an apparent, if temporary , alliance 
with Kosy gin. 
Brezhnev has a history of sy stematically mark­ 
ing a griev ance until such time as it suits him 
to release it in a purge. The Communist party lead­ 
ership controls the Sov iet gov ernment — from 
abov e it. Brezhnev first contriv ed Shelepin’s dis­ 
missal as Deputy Premier. Then Brezhnev actually 
demoted Kosy gin by making sphinx -like I. V. Kapi- 
tonony ex ecutiv e head of the party apparatus. 
Subsequently the compounded Kosy gn’s isolation 
by reinstating V. V. Scherbilsky as party chief in 
the v ital Ukraine. 
This post was die steppingstone to supreme 
party leadership not only for Nikita Khrushchev 
out for Brezhnev himself. 
Brezhnev won out in the Presidium ov er Kosy gin 
Our Intelligence serv ices are conv inced that 
and other disputers, if any , in the reconquest of 
Czechoslov aks. And now, behind the scenes, a ty p­ 
ical undercutting of a Kremlin colleague is occur­ 
ring in Prav da. 
Prav da, the party newspaper, means truth. 


Izv esda, the gov ernment newspaper, mean« news. 
A Moscow joke goes “ There is no prav da in liv es- 
tia and no izv esda in Prav da," but party readers 
know the telltale signs of hatchet men released 
to do their cutting. 
Kosy gin was the loud v oice in the nation 
sponsoring so-called profit Incentiv es in the 1965 
economic reforms. The Peking Communists lit on 
him — and on the U.S.S.R. — like a ton of bricks 
few this. Prav da defended Kosy gin at the top of its 
v oice. 
Today Prav da, Izv esda and the entire Kremlin- 
controlled press has switched to the same charge 
Peking made. Kosy gin’s name has been omitted so 
far, but he is the obv ious bull’s-ey e. 
To the ex tent this further downgrading of Kosy ­ 
gin indicates endorsement of the mov e into Czecho­ 
slov akia, the recent rev iv al of Yugoslav ia’s worries 
has deep roots behind the scenes. 
The Sov iet reconquest of Czechoslov akia was, 
in effect, a redeploy ment of the Sov iet forces in 
Western Europe. It further pinned down in Europe, 
and on the German border, the forces of an al­ 
ready ov erex tended United States. Nearly 250,068 
Americans stand in Germany alone, guarding the 
country ’ against inv asion. 
Communist strategy has been to adv ance along 
the land bridge on the south rim of the Mediter­ 
ranean. Ex cept for Turkey , Israel, Tunisia and 
Morocco, the entire rim is hostile. Egy ptian, Sy ri­ 
an and Algerian harbors are av ailable for the ex ­ 
panding Sov iet Mediterranean fleet. 
What we hav e witnessed is the military -political 
outflanking of NATO that leav es Europe faced by a 
second front — the Iron Curtain to the cast, an 
anti-Western rim on the South, and Albania an 
anti-Western outpost on the Adriatic Sea. 
Occupy ing Yugoslav ia would outflank NATO 
from the southeast and giv e the ex panded Sov iet 
fleet Mediterranean bases on the European main­ 
land. 
On J uly 12, before the Sov iet mov e into Czecho­ 
slov akia, this column stated that “ President J ohn­ 
son has adv ised his policy intimates that the Middle 
East problem alarms him more than ev en the 
Vietnam war." What we must realize now is that 
Czechoslov akia and the Yugoslav ia potential be­ 
come an integral part of the Middle East problem. 
History shows possession isn’t just nine points of 
the law. It’s the whole thing. Tito stands in the 
middle of this menacing crescent — and so do we.

NEW YORK (UPI) - When 
mental illness appeared in the 
family of Dr. J ohn E. Ky sar — 
who not only is a psy chiatrist 
but a professor of psy chiatry — 
the “ two camps” of his profes­ 
sion became a personal, painful 
and harmful reality . 
He had known there were two, 
of course. Ev en lay men, partic­ 
ularly lay men with mental ill­ 
nesses in their families, know 
it. But they had represented 
mere theoretical disagreements 
to 
Ky sar 
until 
professional 
brethren blamed him and his 
wife for their son’s illness. 
These brethren belonged to 
the “ camp” which traces men­ 
tal ills of children 
(and of 
adults) to faulty child rearing 
practices. Opposing them in the 
Ky sars’ parental ordeal were 
brethren from the other “ camp” 
which holds mental illnesses can 
be organic and hence inborn 
and unav oidable. 
Ky sar’s 
complaint 
against 
parents - blaming 
psy chiatrists 
probably was the first made by 
a psy chiatrist both as the fa­ 
ther of a mentally ill child and 
as a psy chiatrist. He made it in 
a professional forum, the J our­ 
nal of the American Psy chiatric 
Association, 
under 
the 
title, 
“ The Two Camps in Child Psy ­ 
chiatry .” 
But such complaints hav e be­ 
come rather rife in psy chiatry 
and in lay circles concerned 
with mental illness, and they ’re 
by no means limited to child 
psy chiatry . Most are aimed at 
psy chiatrists who consider schiz­ 
ophrenia to be an env ironment- 
caused disease with beginnings 
in faulty env ironments prov ided 
by parents. 
The Ev idence Grows 
They apply psy choanaly sis to 
this most common and most 
persistent of major mental dis­ 
orders ev en though to do so 
they must ignore mounting sci­ 
entific ev idence that schizophre­ 
nia arises from inborn errors in 
body chemistry , with organic 
causes bey ond the reach of psy ­ 
choanaly sis. 
The 
critics, 
psy chiatric 
as 
well as lay , allege they make 
their 
patients 
worse 
while 
wrecking their family liv es and 
their finances. 
Embittered books hav e been 
written against them and the 
American Schizophrenia Foun­ 
dation of Ann Arbor, Mich., had 
its origins in rebounds from 
their treatment failures. 
Not all and probably not ev en 
a majority of psy choanaly tic 
psy chiatrists 
are 
in 
their 
“ camp.” Nor do all subscribe 
to the theory that parents cause 
childhood mental disorders. For 
ex ample, the late Dr. Edmund 
Bergler, a leading psy choanaly t­ 
ic 
theoretician, 
published 
a 
book called “ Parents Not Guil­ 
ty .” 
All this is the background of 
the case Ky sar made in the psy ­ 
chiatric forum. He is associate 
professor of psy chiatry at the 
Univ ersity of Illinois, Chicago. 
His son, Tom, is mentally re­ 
tarded. When the hoy was four 
a medical team, including an­ 
other psy chiatrist, found he had 
brain damage and thus retar­ 
dation was organically based. 
Two y ears later a child psy ­ 
chiatrist acting for the local 
school district found that he had 
childhood 
schizophrenia 
by 
which he meant the illness was 
“ env ironmentally induced and 
the causes were to be found in 
the family .” 
As a psy chiatrist, Ky sar dis­ 
agreed. 
To 
him 
a 
“ label” 
seemed unimportant since the 
child psy chiatrist and his asso­ 
ciates were putting Tom into a 
special class for disturbed chil­ 
dren. But Mrs. Ky sar reacted 
differently . “ My wife was pro­ 
pelled by her own irrational, un 
justified guilt to search out ‘the 
sickness’ in herself,” he said. 
The Puzzle^ Parent 
Ky sar called in a prominent 
neurologist who confirmed the 
boy ’s 
brain 
damage. 
Ky sar 
thought the child psy chiatrist 
would then reconsider. But “ in 
stead I was regarded as ‘defen 
siv e’ and neurotically compet­ 
ing.” 
Months passed. Ton*^ condi­ 
tion remains unchanged, despite 
the 
“ therapeutic 
classroom” 
and Mrs. Ky sar’s efforts — 


guided by the psy chiatrist’s so­ 
cial worker -— to apply psy cho­ 
analy tic techniques within the 
family . 
“ Once again one might sup­ 
pose that the child psy chiatrist 
would 
reev aluate 
the 
initial 
premises,” Ky sar continued. Rut 
he did not and the Ky sars were 
urged to send Tom off to a resi­ 
dential school for two to fiv e 
y ears because “ the home is 
where he got sick, so he should 
be remov ed from there.” 
The psy chiatrists of three such 
schools 
ex amined 
Tom. 
All 
agreed his illness was family - 
induced and he was NOT re­ 
tarded. One ev en said, “ Tom is 
potentially a v ery bright hoy .” 
Howev er, each found reasons 
for not accepting him. To Ky ­ 
sar this meant they harbored 
doubts ev en though they “ did 
not hesitate to perpetuate the 
my th.” 
“ Finally my wife became dis­ 
enchanted,” he said. “ Gradual­ 
ly she became able to assess 
more skeptically the insinua­ 
tions that Tom’s disorder was 
family induced. A process v ery 


painful to her ensued of recog. 
nizing the ex tent of the brain 
damage and accepting the lim­ 
ited possibilities for Tom’s im­ 
prov ement without giv ing up all 
hope.” 
Tom now is eight and a half, 
liv ing at home and attending a 
special school which Ky sar had 
to organize. Most of his early 
hy peractiv ity and morbid with­ 
drawal into self hav e disap­ 
peared. 
“ What 
remains 
are 
clear signs of retardation but 
non-v erbal relatedness and will- 
ingness to try to learn within 
his capacity are ev ident,” Ky ­ 
sar said. 
Ky sar said the dogmatic nar­ 
rowness of the parents-blaming 
“ camp” of psy chiatry display ed 
insufficient professional train- 
2 
harm is 
av aila- 
ing, and its capacity fo 
being magnified by th 
bility of federal and state funds 
for the “ education of all ty pes 
of handicapped children.” 
Of “ crucial importance,” he 
stressed, is the right kind of 
training for child psy chiatrists 
and other mental health per­ 
sonnel. 
Medicaid Hikes 
States’ Welfare 
Program Costs 


Public spending 
for welfare 
medical 
assistance 
in 
those 
states with Medicaid programs 
rose more than four times as 
rapidly as total spending in non- 
Medicaid program states, say s 
Tax Foundation, Inc. The rapid 
rise in 
these welfare medical 
costs under Medicaid has, say s 
the Foundation, been a contrib­ 
uting factor to threatened detfi 
cits in some state and local 
budgets. 
The 
acceleratioi#of 
costs has also been a factor in 
some attendant state tax in­ 
creases, according to the Foun­ 
dation’s new study , “ Medicaid: 
State 
Programs 
After 
Two 
Years.” 
The study is based on a na­ 
tionwide surv ey of state ex peri­ 
ence in setting up, operating 
and 
financing Medicaid pro­ 
grams as authorized by Title 19 
of 
the 
Social 
Security Act 
amendments of 19 65. It showed 
38 
states 
currently 
operate 
these Medicaid programs. 
One major measurable effect 
of Medicaid, along with Medi­ 
care, medical program for the 
elderly , say s 
the Foundation, 
has been to shift about 10 per 
cent of the Nation’s personal 
health care bill from priv ate to 
public financing. 
Public spending of $12.6 bil­ 
lion last y ear was nearly 31 per 
cent of total health care spend­ 
ing, $41.5 billion, while priv ate 
outlay s rose less than one per 
cent to $28.8 billion. 
Spending $206 Per Person 
The $41.5 billion total, say s 
the Foundation, is equiv alent to 
$206 per person. In 1965 the to­ 
tal was equiv alent to $17 3 per 
person. 
“ Much of the increase,” say s 
the study , “ simply reflects ris­ 
ing medical prices, rather than 
indicating improv ement in med­ 
ical care.” 
Public 
assistance 
medical 
costs nearly doubled nationally 
with the introduction of Medic­ 
aid programs between 19 65 and 
1967 — from $1.5 billion to an 
annual rate of $2.9 billion last 
y ear, or from $7 .63 to $14.7 6 per 
capita. 
In such states as California, 
Massachusetts, 
Hawaii 
and 
Pennsy lv ania, say s the Founda­ 
tion, tax increses are at least 
“ attributable in part” to rising 
medical assistance costs. Other 
states av oided higher tax es by 
(1) not adopting a Medicaid pro­ 
gram to date or (2) by limiting 
the program’s scope. 
The study cites the ex perienc­ 
es of New York and California 
as ev idence of how Medicaid 
programs costs mushroomed. In 
New York, for ex ample, (where 
medical assistance was offered 
to 
all four-member families 


with incomes up to $6,000), costs 
rose to an annual rate of $7 7 7 
million last Fall, or $42 per res­ 
ident 
and 
three-and-one-half 
times as much as was spent for 
medical welfare serv ices in. pre­ 
v ious programs. The state cut 
back its program in 19 68, in lint 
with new Federal limitations in­ 
augurated this y ear. 


Looking to the future of Medi­ 
caid, the study notes: “ Recon­ 
sideration of eligibility stand­ 
ards 
for medical care would 
seemingly raise ev en broader 
questions in state welfare policy . 


“ If financial resources or po­ 
litical attitudes in a state re­ 
quire a choice between more 
adequate liv ing allowances and 
more medical care, the criteria 
for the choice are by no means 
clear. This dilemma adds still 
another important dimension to 
current proposals for reform in 
the nation’s ov er-all welfare sy s­ 
tem.”

DEAR DR. LAWRENCE: My 
grandson, 2, is stay ing with me 
for a short time. I’v e been 
watching him carefully ev ery 
minute, but the other day I 
turned away for one second and 
he fell and knocked his front 
tooth into the gum. My dentist 
said there wasn’t much he could 
do, that we’d hav e to wait and 
see what happened. But I feel 
so awful and I’m so ashamed to 
face my daughter when she re­ 
turns to get her child. He was 
my responsibility and I goofed. 
Will his tooth be all right? — 
Worried Grandma, A.G. 


ANSWER: 
Don’t worry so 
much, grandma. Kids are al­ 
way s falling and landing on 
their teeth. Somehow they and 
the teeth surv iv e. Very few kids 
lose injured baby teeth prema­ 
turely , and ev en fewer are left 
with scars, such as damage to 
permanent tooth buds which lie 
just under baby teeth. 


Usually the depressed tooth 
will come back into place, or al­ 
most so. Sometimes the nerv e 
gets choked and later dies. But 
unless an abscess forms, the 
tooth needn’t be ex tracted. 


It has been reported that ab­ 
scessed baby teeth can injure 
permanent teeth, but ex traction 
as treatment of choice should 
be made only after careful ev al­ 
uation by y our dentist.
